The finest of all lace is Brussels. Bd- 


gium is ths lace-makers' chosen home. 
One-fortieth of the whole population 
is engaged in it. 
The government 


supports 900 lace schools, to which 
children are sent as young as five years. 
By the time they are ten they are self 
supporting. Brussels is a pillow lace. 
Indeed, Barbara Littman, the inventor 
of pillow lace, lived and died there. 


The pattern, drawn upon parchment, is 


fixed firmly to the pillow, pins are stuck 
along the outlines, and to them the lace 
is woven by crossing and twisting the 
threads, each of which ends in a bobbin. 
Lace two inches wide requires 300 or 
300 bobbin*. A piece six inches has 
sometimes 
pw many as a thousand. The 


thread ia b.md spun from the beat Bra- 
bant flax, iu damp, dark cellars, whose 
one ray of light falls on the spinner's 
hand. 
Naturally spinning is very unhealthy, 


and experts get high wages. The best 
yarn from a single pound of flax fetches 
over $3,000. For tilling flowers and leaves 
fine soft cotton is used. Grounds, too, 
are often made of it. Elaborate patterns 
are made in sections, and joined together 
by the most skillful workers of all. As 
the lace is never washed before it is sold, 
the most exquisite neatness is requisite 
in everything connected with it. 


Still, as months arc consumed in mak- 


ing very handsome pieces, the work 
turns dingy in spite of the lace worker's 
best efforts. To remedy that it is some- 
times dusted with whito lead in powder, 
and turns dark at contact with gas or 
sulphur in a ivay to exasperate the 
wearer.—New York Herald. 


Why tho Itluflu Exists In Italy. 


The origin of the Camorra and Mafia 


murder leagues ceases to puzzle travel- 
ts who have visited the rural districts 
. southern Sicily. Nearly all the real 
stale of the coast plain from Syracuse 
,o Cape Bianco is in the hands of a few 
ristocrats, who have deprived theirten- 
nts of their panes as well as of their 
irccnses, ot the right to hunt, to fish, to 
rain fighting cocks, without a special 
icense, as well .as of tho more urgent 
necessities of life.

Tho profits 
of little truck farms barely satisfy the

"WASHINGTON*, Jan. SO.—Authentic in 


formation has just been received from 
England that the Chilian governmen 
has purchased the cruiser now build

Armstrcn^1 is forcing work on tin 
cruiser. This vessel is described as a 
high speed. 3,000-tmi cruiser, very sim 
ilar to the cruiser "Twenty-fifth o 
May," recently constructed by thesarn 
firm for the Argentine republic. 


It has also become known that within 


the past few weeks rifle ammunition o 
the value of more than 81,500,000 has 
been shipped to Chili. It is evident 
that Chili'ft credit or money has not been 
exhausted by recent occurrences.

GRAND DU°KK "CONBTAHTINK. 


Death of the Uncle ol the Czar and 


Father of the Quera of Greece, 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan, 
20.—Grand 


Duke Constantine, uncle of the czar 
and father of th« queen of Greece, is 
dead. He was born at St. Petersburg 
September SI (0. S.) 1837, and married, 
August 80, IMS, Princess Alexandria of 
Saxe-Altenburg. 


The Grand Duke Coustaiitine was 


chief of the old Muscovite party against 
the moderate party, of which the pres- 
ent czar, Alexander II., has been con- 
sidered the center. 


At the death of Emperor Nicholas it 


was feared that the Grand Duke Con- 
Btantine might become the leader of a 
movement, the object of whiJi would 
be to place the old Muscovite party 
and the Grand Duke Constantine in 
power; therefore the emperor caused 
the latter to take in his presence an oal li 
of fidelity and obedience to the heir of 
the throne, and when Nicholas saw his 
end was approaching he called the two 
princes to his bedside and, before giv- 
ing his blessing, made Constantine., in 
the presence of his mother, renew tho 
oath of fidelity to his elder brothel*. A 
few hours after the emperor's death 
Constantine took the oath of allegiance, 
adding that the latter might rely upon 
him in every circumstance. 


At the outbreak of the Polish insur- 


rection in 1803 Grand Duke Constantino 
was appointed Viceroy of that princi- 
pality; hut he resigned tho post in a 
few months. 
In January, I860, the late 


grand duke was appointed president 
of the council of the empire; in Janu- 
ary, 187y, ho waa rcappointcd president 
of the council of state. At the time 
of his death, the late grand duke was 
aide-de-camp general of the; c/.a.1, nd- 
iniral-in-chief of the imperial navy, 
president of the Alexander Society for 
the care of tho wounded, chief of the 
regiment of the Finlande guard, of the 
Kargopcl dragoons, of the Volkyale 
dragoons, of the late Narwa dragoons, 
of the Grusio dragoons, of the Four- 
teenth 
infantry 
regiment of 
the 


Muroin, and chief of the naval school, 
lie was also tho proprietor of the 
Eighteenth regiment of tho Austrian 
infantry, chief of the Second Rhine 
regiment of Prussian hussars and of 
the Sixth regiment of Bavarian light 
horse. Among his, many decorations 
the grand duke included that of the 
Ulack Eagle.
